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In FY18 Quarter 3, 1,902 families applied for EA, four percent fewer than the previous quarter (1,978 families) and
two percent more than FY17 Quarter 3. 959 families were placed in EA shelters or hotels/motels during Quarter 3,
seven percent more than the previous quarter (897 families) and five percent more families than FY17 Quarter 2.
Also in FY18 Quarter 3, 309 EA eligible families were diverted from shelter with HomeBASE Household Assistance,
a flexible benefit to help them retain their current housing or support them in seeking alternative housing. This
represented 24 percent of families entering the system. Another 1,103 families were approved for the Residential
Assistance for Families in Transition (RAFT) program, which provides a benefit of up to $4,000 to families at risk of
homelessness to assist them in maintaining or securing housing.

The Boston regional eligibility office continued to serve as the entry point for the greatest number of families
placed in shelters or hotels/motels, 360 families in Quarter 3, accounting for 38 percent of all placements,
followed by the Springfield office at 16 percent and the Brockton and Lawrence offices, both at 8 percent.

Sixty-two percent of families entering EA shelters and hotels/motels were eligible due to a health and safety risk,
while domestic violence was the reason for homelessness for 16 percent of families, eviction for 13 percent, and
threatened eviction for 3 percent. Of those families experiencing a health and safety risk, 67 percent qualified for
EA because they were in irregular housing situations. Twenty-five percent reported living in situations not meant
for human habitation. Six percent of families who entered due to a health and safety reason were experiencing
problems related to their hosts’ behavior (violent conduct, substance abuse, or mental illness), while the
remaining two percent were homeless due to conditions in their housing units.

During Quarter 3, 1,001 families exited the EA system. 652 (65 percent) of the families exiting left an EA shelter or
hotel/motel with HomeBASE Household Assistance.

The quarter ended with a total EA caseload of 3,528 families with one percent of these families placed in overflow
hotels/motels.
